the half-breeds and Indians along the 
lone of the A. & G. W. railway who 
are being wiped out by the influenza 
epidemic, are told by Dr. O. D. Weeks, 
of Calgary, who has been in charge of 
the fight there against the disease. Dr, 
Weeks volunteered to go north to take 
charge of the situation, but says he 
had no {dea until he arrived just how 
bad it was, 

According to Dr. Weeks, fully one- 
half of the Cree Indian population in 
the north has been wiped out now by 
the disease ,and unless more nursing 
help is given the ravages wil] be even 
greater, At present Dr. Weeks is the 
only physician in the entire district 
along’ the Great Waterways railway, 
there being no regular physician even 
at Fort McMurray, and none at Lac 
La Biche. 

At the Beaver Lake Reserve, in the 
house of the chief, Dr. Weeks found 
seven lying on the floor, all dead ex- 
cept the chief himself. Like all dark- 
wakinned people, the Indian cannot 
stand diseases of the respiratory or- 
gans as the white, and they are dying 
rapidly. 

Condition has been bad around 
Big Bay, where there are now at least 
20 bodies unburied, which were being 
moved into a vacant cabin, as there 
was no one to dig graves. At this

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The extension of the steel on the 
Waterways railway to Cache 24, eight 
miles beyond the present terminus, 
will add greatly to the value of the 
line in developing northern trade. 
When tracklaying stopped fn the fall 
of 1916 the end of steel had reached 
the rim of the valley of the Clear- 
water river, but not the bank of the 
river itself. The drop from the rim 
of the valley to the bank of the river 
is over 300 feet. The end of steel was 
only temporarily at that point. It 
was not considered wise to go to the 
expense of building a permanent road- 
way down the hill to the river. 
Therefore the connection was by 
rough trail through heavy woods and 
nautrally during the early spring and 
the greater part of the summer was 
as bad as bad could be. . In the fall, 
when the road might have been made 
fairly passable, the Clearwater had 
become so low that the, Athabasca 
steamers could not come up to the 
point nearest the end of steel. Goods 
shipped by rail before the break-up, 
after reaching the end of steel, could 
be hauled to the river bank while the 
frost was still in the ground. Steam- 
ers came up to the landing in high 
water and the goods could be shipped 
with a minimum of expense. But 
once the frost came out the road be- 
came almost impassable and shipment 
was correspondingly difficult. On 
the other hand the railway grade 
from the rim of the valley down to 
the river bank was being cut in the 
side hill, and in some cases through 
asphait bede, liable to slide out and 
disrupt the track if it was not given 
time to set, so the railway company 
was not anxious to spend further 
money on the grade until it was seen 
how well it would stand or what was 
necessary to make it secure. Appar- 
ently it has become necessary to re- 
place the side cut and fill in some 
places by piling and trestle. This 
work was in progress during the fall 
months and has been completed. The 
track is now being lald and a wye 
put in on the river bank at Cache 24, 

Could Transfer Freight Direct 

With the track completed to cache 
24, it ill be possible to transfer freight 
direct from the railway to steamers 
on the Clearwater with a minimum of 
difficulties and cost. While this will 
be a great advantage in the case of 
ominary goods and passengers, it wilt 
make the greatest difference in the 
in-thipment of oi], well machinery, 
and the out-shipment of the product 
of the wella) There are a number of 

roapect wells along the Athabasca 
rom Fort McKay northward in which 
oll has been struck. To be able to get 
the further heavy machinery and ap- 
pliances needed to the wells with only 
one handling from the railway car 
direct to the steamboat will make all 
the difference between active develop- 
ments and the stand-still condition 
that has surrounded them for the 
past several years.

The Clearwater ,is a much 
amaller stream and ty only navigable 
for steamers in the lower partgof its 
couree and during high water. The 
connection between the railway and 
the steamboat navigation of the Atha- 
basca ig not complete until the steel 
reaches the Athabasca at McMurray, 
or at least the bank of the Clearwater 
immediately adjacent to the junction 
where the flat on the north bank of 
the Clearwater constitutes the town 
site and where the back water of the 
Athabasca gives depth and etiilness to 
the Clearwater and makes an excel- 
lent steamboat landing.

Is It Correct? 


It is curious, and by no means 
reassuring, that the Government 
has not yet publicly denied the 
report that the oil resources of 
Canada are being turned over for 
exploitation to a company of Ger- 
man capitalists operating under 
the name of the Royal Dutch 
Shell Company. That would seem 
to be a report which, if not cor- 
rect, any Government would 
promptly deny. The fact that it 
has not been denied tends to sub- 
stantiate it, 


How It Worked Out 

According to the Minister of 
Militia 445,695 Canadians enlisted 
voluntarily in three years, an av- 
erage of 148,565 a year; while in 
a year’s operation of the Military 
Service Act there were secured 
83,355 recruits. That is to say, the 
Union Government by compulsory 
means—exercised without reason- 
able regard to the necessity of 
continuing the production of food 
—secured only two-thirds as many 
as were secured in the same pe- 
riod of time by voluntary enlist- 
ment, 


A Step Farther 

The period of the armistice has 
been extended until January 17th. 
As a condition of the extension it 
is provided that the Allied forces 
may occupy the neutral zone on 
the right bank of the Rhine if that 
is considered necessary or advis- 
able by the Allied command. 

As this will take the Allied for- 
ces, or allow them to go, forty kil- 
ometres farther toward Berlin, it 
is a decided improvement. Fur- 
ther extensions might be granted 
on condition that they go all the 
way. The farther they go the less 
likely that the German people 
can ever again be misled with the 
notion that they can beat the life 
out of the world,

While the bars in Canada 
were open more whisky was sold 
illegally in a month than is sold 
illegally under prohibition in a 
year, if police court records and 
general appearances count for any- 
thing. 

Prohibition does not cause boot- 
legging; bootlegging continues to 
exist under prohibition, as it ex- 
isted under the license system, 
though less extensively. 


The Freedom of the Seas. 

The ‘‘freedom of the seas’’ is re- 
cognized as one issue upon which 
the unity of the Allied. nations 
may be split in the peace ¢onfer- 
ence.. This phrase may be suffi- 
ciently explained as meaning that 
outside territorial limits the seas 
should be the highway for the 
commerce of every nation without 
interference. 

In peace times such is the case, 
and ships of all nations come and 
go where they please without let 
or hindrance. When the recent war 
began the freedom of the seas sud- 
denly ceased to exist. Wherever 
the guns of a German warship or 
the torpedoes of a German sub- 
marine could reach, freedom of the 
seas ceased to be either a fact or 
even a pretence. 

To deal with this condition the 
British fleet suspended on its part 
the principle of the freedom of the 
seas as applying to the North sea, 
in order to prevent supplies reach- 
ing Germany. But so far as the 
British fleet was concerned the 
freedom of the seas continued in 
the North sea for all vessels not 
engaged in carrying supplies to 
the enemy. 

Had it not been for the British 
fleet Allied victory would have 
been impossible. Had the British 
fleet not suspended its recognition 
of the freedom of neutral vessels 
to navigate the North Sea with 
supplies to Germany the war must 
have been indefinitely prolonged, 
tens of tibusands more lives lost 
and hundreds of millions addition- 
al war debts piled upon the strug- 
gling nations. 

The freedom of the seas is of 
less importance than the freedom 
of the world. Recognition of that 
fact was demonstrated when the 
naval forces of Great Britain and 
the Allies joined in suspending the 
freedom of the seas in the waters 
which wash the shores of Western 
Europe in order that the freedom 
of the world might be preserved. 
To suppose that these partners in 
the suspension of that principle 
will now fall to quarreling among 
themselves as to whether the prin- 
ciple, should ever be suspended 
does not seem likely. 

Nor does it seem probable that 
the ‘‘freedom of the seas’’ will be 
made an excuse for other Allied 
nations to display jealousy of the 
naval supremacy of Great Britain. 
If the seas are free it is because 
the British navy has made them 
free and left them free. To demand 
that Britain forego its right to 
maintain pre-dominant naval 
froces would be to deprive Britain 
of the power to save both the free- 
dom of the seas and the freedom 
of the world.

Jellied Salmon Salad.

Shred saimon with a fork, add 
mayonnaise and gelatine, after soak- 
ing latter in cold water. When mix- 
ture is cool add olives and putina 
mold. When cucumbers are procur- 
able, a delightful sauce is made for 
this salad by chopping the cucumbers 
fine, adding two teaspoons of vinegar, 
paprika, salt and 1 cup of whipped 
cream.
